FAHARLES Edward, eldeſt Son of the Preten= 
der, was, from his Birth December 20, 1720; ho- | 
nour'd as Prince of Wales, not only by the fugitiveB3ry:1/h 
and IJriſb Noblemen, but by the Pope and the People of 
Rome. Fully convinced of his Right, he ever flattered 
himſelf with the Proſpect, and;gmbraced every Propoſal 
that was made for the Recovery of bis Throne, In thg. 
Year 1735, the moſt likely Way for obtaining it was laid : 
down by Simon Lor Lovat, who, upon a Diſguſt for be- 
ing turned out of his Captaincy in the Independant Higb-

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| Sea with a Fleet of Tranſports, conducted by a French 
Squadron then lying at Dunk:ri, when King George got 
Intelligence of his Scheme; and,upon the 1 5th of February, 
imparted the Deſign to both Houſes of Parliament, who 
addreſſed him in the moſt loyal Manner, promiſing to 
ſtand by him with their Lives and Fortures, and paſſed 
an Act, making it High Treaſon for the Pretender, or any 
of his Sons, to land in Britain, or any of the Dominions 
thereto belonging.

Mean Time, while all are at a Loſs what to think of 
the Chevalier's Attempt, or the Reports about him, an 
Expreſs, of Date Auguſt 5. from Sir Duncan Campbell of 
Lochnel, with the Accounts of Eye-Witneſſes, put bis land- 
ing beyond all Doubt. That Gentleman's Letter was tran- 
ſmitted to the Regency, who had ordered Lieutenant- 
General Cope, Commander in Chief of the King's For- 
ces, in Scotland, to diſperſe the Rebels ; but that Officer 
either from a natural Incapacity, or from bis Apprehen- 
Hons of the People he had to deal. with, very poorly exe- 
cuted his Orders. Never was more Induſtry uſed to mag-

In ge- 
neral they are either from an 77/6, or a German Deſcent, 
The Mac-Kenzies are ſprung from one Kenneth, wha for 
his good Services, Anno 1263. in defeating the Danes, had 
the Lande of Kintail aſſigned him; his Poſterity are called 
Mac- Kenneth. (i. e. Kenneth*s Son) and now Mats Kenzie. 

- That Name ſoon raiſed itſelf upon the Ruin of the Banes, 
Dingwals, Urgquharts, and Mac-Leods of the Lewis., At 
prefent there are many civilized Families of this Name, 
in the North Highlands, tho“ their Anceſtors have been 

remarkable only for Barbarity and Rebellion, particularly 
m 1645, 1745; and 27 19. As 'to. the. Mat- Leads, they 

are as ancient as any Clan in the Iſſes. There were two 
Families of this Name, that of Zeros. and Harris; the

As to the Sutherlands, they are the ſame with the Catti, 
* who came to Scotland in the Days of Corbredus II. anno 76, 
but they of that Shire are much degenerated from the Bra- 
very of their Anceſtors, and far from equalling that of the 
. MacPherſons, who are of the ſame Stock: The Sutherland 
"Militia, eſpecially thoſe who live upon the Coaſt, are a- 
mong the very Refuſe of the Highland Counties; they are 
as ſubject io their Lairds, (ſome of whom are ſcarce worth 
300 Merks per ann, the richeſt not 2000) as Negroes to 
their Maſters, It is notorious what Numbers of Slaves were 
. ſent off to the Plantations, by MacKay of Scouray and 
Company, in the Years 1728 and 1729. In ſhort, thoſe 
People are as poor, barbarous, inhuman, cruel and revenge- 
ful, as the worſt of the Rebels, but leſs active; more ſtu- 
pid, and nat at all given to that outward Civility, which 
the latter, by a natural Air peculiar to themſelves, affect 
to ſhew to Strangers who come among them. "The Earls 
of Sutherland are certainly as ancient as any in Scetiand, but 
few of them have made a Figure in the Cabinet or Field. 
Their Charter of Earl is as old as 1061, when Halcam 
Canmore created. the Son of Allan Thane of Sutherland. 
(who had been beheaded by Mac Beth) Earl, in Conſidera- 
tion of the faithful Services he did. The Family, after the 
| Interruption of the male Line, anno 15 14, was called Gor- 
don, and ſeveral of that Name are now in Sutherland; but 
ſome time after they took up their former Sirname. Ia the 
Year 1616. they eſpouſed the Proteſtant Cauſe, and have 
continued faithful to the Government, which is greatly 
their Intereſt. Of the Monroes I ſhall only obſerve, that 
the ſame Character will fit them, as that I have here gi-

As to the Grants, there is a Diſpute whether they are 
of Daniſh, Irish, or Englih Extraction, I am apt to be- 
lieve they are Iriſb, being called in the Vear 4314. the 
Triſb Scots.

was that of Lord Lovat, who was taken in the Trunk of 

2 Tree, with a Pair of Blankets about him, in the midſt e 
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.of 2 Lake: He was eſcorted to London; confined to the 
Tower, tried, Ec. and on irrefiſtable Evidence condemn- 
| ed, March the 19th 1747, and on the gth of April; was 
beheaded on Tawer-Hill, He died with little Concern, 
and like moſt of thoſe who ſuffered at Ir and Carlifles | 
avowing the Cauſe in which he was engaged. 

As to the Hardſhips of the Pretender in his Flight, I re- 
fer the Reader for a particular Accoutit of them, (as hath 
been obſerved in the Preface) to a Pamphlet lately publiſh'd; 
entitled, The Young Chevalier, &:, And ſhall only ob- 
ſerve here, That 2 unſortunate 1 
"wandering about and Highlands of Scot or 
che Space of five Months, had the gobd Fortune to eſcape 
on Board a Freud Ship which carried him to Bowlogne. 
And as mis r ee, ah Gat 
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
